As Indochina was going down, la t March, Secretary of State 
Dulles cried for “united action” against Red China’s 
sion. He could not get it, mainly because Bri not 
willing to fight for Indochina. Last week, in Manila, Secretary 
Dulles belatedly got what he sought—the pledge of Britain 
is well as that of France, Australia, New Zealand, the Philip- 
pines, Thailand and Pakistan—to join the U.S ting 
any new aggression in Asia, In three days, with refreshingly 
few differences, the eight powers adopted and signed Dulles’ 
proposed Southeast Asia Collective Defense Treaty, creating 
a MANPAC (for Manila Pact) as a counterpart of NATO in

Unlike NATO, 
MANPAC has no military structure. It will have a council, 
with wide powers for military planning and for economic 
programs to help Asia’s free nations survive.

The air of 
unreality was heightened when France, so as not to offend 
the Reds, fish on removing what is left of Indochina 
from specific mention in the areas to he defended (it ap- 
pears in fine print in a protocol). Moreover, a declaration 
of the rights of all Asian nations to freedom and self- 
determination was watered down by colony-conscious Brit- 
ain, It was the Asian members of MANPAC, led by the 
Philippines’ far-sighted President Ramén Magsaysay—vig- 
orously supported by Dulles—who drove through a separate 
Pacific Charter asserting these aims, which all the powers 
signed. This charter may prove more powerful than the 
y in taking the onus of colonialism from the West’s 


y elected leader of a former colony which America vol-

Perhaps the best tha 


can be said for MANPAC is that it is 
better than nothing. The treaty’s greatest omission is any 
“clear declaration of where the powers will draw a line of “no 
farther or fight.” Britain hesitates to back America’s pledge 
to defend Taiwan out of fear of losing Hong Kong. However, 
Dulles has reaffirmed that we shall not let Free China stand 
alone. Perhaps MANPAC’s biggest contribution is the nega- 
tive one of leaving the U.S. free to act there, qui 
decisively, whenever the peril may aris 
the facts of strategy have long made pl. 
first frontier of defense is equally on the Mekong as on 
the Rhine, its offici ation of responsibility for Free 
Asia’s defense puts that reality on paper where all who 
plan may read—whether friend or foe—and be braver, or 
more cautious, in accordance.

When he got 
his hard-earned conviction against the complex Waxey Gor- 
don empire, Judge Coleman said, “If ever again 1 hear the 
criticism that there are no longer enthusiastic and able young 
men in the government service, I shall refer the speaker to 
this case.” Dewey’s small-town probity, applied with big-town 
efficiency, gave people a warm, grounded feeling that the old 
laws were still in force and that democracy could live in a

clean house if it wanted to take the trouble. “Good govern- 
ment,” long overshadowed by exciting and amusing govern- 
ment, became an issue again. 

On that simple issue the Republican party built its long, 
slow, painful climb back from near-suicide to °52. It would 
never have got there but for Tom Dewey. His hard, practical 
work in Albany put meat on the claim that Republicans 
could “do it better.” His enemies called it ‘“me-too-ism” 
and kept sending him back to New York; but it was his kind 
of work that gradually re-earned his party the right to govern 
the nation. What Dewey did in Albany was a forecast of what 
has been most successful in the Eisenhower administration. 
It is because Dewey nourished it in the lean years that there 
is an identifiable, modern, confident and yote-worthy Repub- 
licanism today. 

Since he is only 52, Dewey will have many more chances 
to help keep democracy’s house clean. Perhaps he needs an 
interval of privacy after 24 years in public service. Perhaps, 
if the Republicans carry New York again in November, he 
will be appointed to Ives’s place in the U.S. Senate, which 
badly needs a forthright spokesman for the more imaginative 
foreign policy in whick Eizenhower, Dulles and Dewey all 
believe. But wherever he speaks, his opinions on any politi- 
cal subject will long be a national asset; and when his next 
administrative job calls him, we can expect another proof 
that good leaders and democracy make the most successful 
form of government known,

cCarthy defends right to classified documents,

The Senate’s Watkins Committee turned to the third major charge in 
the censure hearings on Senator McCarthy: “Incidents involving re- 
Iceipt or use of confidential or classified information from executive 
files.” Considering McCarthy's handling of a confidential two-and-a- 
juarter-page Army Intelligence document, the committee called in 
Columnist Walter Winchell. He said he had received a copy during 
the Army-MeCarthy hearings but did not remember who had given it 
to him, McCarthy insisted that there was nothing confidential in the 
document, demanded that committee members read it, The committee 
deliberated, decided it would. As the hearings moved along, McCarthy 
more than once grew impatient. Once he shouted that he had an “ab- 
solute right” to receive classified information, Silenced in another 
session, he rose angrily, paced around behind his chair and sat down 
again, Despite such outbursts, committee work moved along steadily. 


Cigarets were under fire last week in many iron curtain countries.

And a Budapest paper told the story of an 
irate customer who forced a tobacco factory director to smoke one 
of his own cigarets.

Amid banquets and bouquets, Attlee & Co. take in some planned, and unplanned, sights in Red China

Saturday, Aug. 14 an eight-member British Labor delegation 

headed by former Prime Minister Clement Attlee went whirling 
into Peking airport to start one of the oddest fact-finding missions in 
British political history. The eight, invited by China’s new Commu- 
nist government last May, were: Attlee; leonine Aneurin Bevan; the 
schoolmarmish Dr. Edith Summerskill, top lady Laborite; Morgan 
Phillips, the party’s unbending secretary; Wilfrid Burke, party chair- 
man; and three stalwart unionists, Harry Earnshaw of the textile 
wotkers; Hurry Franklin oftherail waymeniand Gan Watson of the 
miners. After careening across Russia and over the enormous empti- 
nesses of Siberia and Outer Mongolia, they arrived in steaming Peking 
to find flowers, smiles and relentless goodwill awaiting them at every 
turn. Immediately they were plunged into an endless succession of 
friendly faces and swishing sandalwood fans, great heaps of fruit, 
endless cups of tea and appetite-numbing arrays of sharks’ fins, duck 
in lotus blossoms, and tender bamboo shoots. 

The Laborites found Peking greatly changed, according to the few 
old China hands who still lingered on—and changed in a few ways for 
the better. They were constantly reminded of the absence of beggars, 
smells, organized vice, opium and especially of flies. Music is always 
in the air, for Communism has grown up with radio and makes full use 
of it. One is awakened in the morning by the blare of the recording,

Taxis are rarities, for China is woefully short of motor transport. 
So for sightseeing or a bit of shopping you must take a three-wheeled 
pedicab. Th cle-pulled device, with which the Japanese replaced 
the degrading ricksha, is itself considered too degrading in the new 
People’s Republic, and must ultimately be replaced. But in the mean- 
time the Labor visitors set forth in their pedi 

They were given the freedom of institutions and factories and en- 
couraged to travel in a way that amazed the Western diplomats still in 
China, virtually prisoners inside their Peking compounds. The Labor- 
ites were taken to Russian-built steel mills in Manchuria, escorted 
through hospitals and schools, and given statistics in a 
way that would be unheard of in the U.S.S.R. From the smiling Chi- 
nese hosts, the theme song was, ““We know we do lots of things wrong, 
but please give us your helpful and constructive criticism.” 

‘The Chinese apparently went out of their way to be nice to their 
guests and to meet them more than halfway. They tried to prove that 
they could accept criticism, listening to it carefully and answering 
patiently. But they never got so polite as to forget their sniping at 
America.

But the overzealous Red Chinese did seem to trip themselves up 
in arranging two features of the Laborites’ itinerary. The first of 
these was a supposedly model jail near Peking. The British visitors 
dutifully inspec ted the tidy cells, sniffed at the f fragrant stew held 
out for their inspection and observed the off-duty prisoners at play 
in the compound. The accent was on the workshops and printing 
presses, the textile looms and wool-carding departments. Here were 
half-naked men working with a ferocious determination and con- 
centration such as I have never seen elsewhere. The way in which 
they went through a sort of drill, shuffling and moving toa pattern, 
was first impressive and then frightening. It was like a speeded-up 
film made by some satirical director bent upon exposing the soul- 
lessness of big business. 

Then came the chief warden’s casual revelation: about two 
thirds of the several thousand men and women in the jail were 
political prisoners; and many of the political prisoners were under 
sentence of death. 

We began to understand the prisoners’ total absorption in their 
tasks. It was explained that the death sentence was held in abeyance 
for a two-year period in order to see if the prisoner “truly and sin- 
ely would see the error of his ways and genuinely embrace the 
concepts of the People’s New China.” If he did, the prisoner could 
expect commutation of his sentence to life imprisonment. 

Tt would not have been particularly slick propaganda in any case 
to use political prisoners as a model exhibit for British pol ins. 
But to show a group of staunch trade unionists these men working 
off their death sentences with sweatshop labor seemed a sizable 
Chinese blunder. 

The second gaffe came when we made a day-long stop at the coal 
mines of Tangshan. This was a peculiar choice for a visit anyway 
because the mines had been constructed in 1912 by British capi al 
and run for many years by the British. Unfortunately, in view of 
all the talk about Sino-British cooperation during our visit, the 
British management had been entirely squeezed out. and the last 
Briton had packed his bags in 1950. I don’t know what the Chi- 
nese said to the Laborites about the mine’s origins, but in the 
whole of a long day of explanations and inspections none of the 
reporters heard a single reference to Britain in connection with 
the mine. Instead there was lavish praise for the Soviet coal- 
cutting machinery which has been installed. and impressive statis- 
tics designed to show that under Communist management produc- 
tion had shot up. 

As the party took off on the evening flight back to Peking. their 
plane roared past three squadrons of MiG fighters poised behind 
earthen revetments. The impression was that Russia, having pro- 
vided the coal-cutting machinery, was anxious to safeguard it. 
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The joker in the Tangshan pack did not emerge until after the 
party was back in the capital. An official announcement in the 
People's Daily, the Pravda of Peking, revealed that a “saboteur” 
in the Tangshan coal mine had been tried by a summarily con- 
vened “people's court” and publicly shot. This had happened only 
a day or two before the British Labor delegation, all smiles and 
bonhomie, had called in state. The Chinese must have known. 
that for a Laborite delegation to thus appear to sanction a brutal 
execution by turning up only a few days afterward was very poor 
public relations for all concerned. 

But in the matter of public relations the Laborite politicians 
proved themselves somewhat more inept on this trip than their 
Chinese hosts. From the representative of the London Daily 
Worker right across the spectrum of political opinion to the 
Times man, the en correspondents were united in bitter de- 
nunciation of the Laborites’ high-handed dealings with the press. 
The man on whom most of the criticism fell was Morgan Phillips, 
general secretary of the Labor party. Although it was Phillips who 
claimed the credit for persuading the Chinese to issue visas for the 
reporters in the first place, it was also Phillips who decreed that 
under no circumstances would the reporters be allowed even to 
accompany the delegation in the same plane or train. So the 
Chinese authorities were forced to lay on everything twofold— 
separate railway accommodations from Mukden to Anshan, two 
special planes from. Peking to Mukden, two more special planes 
from Hangchow to Canton. 

The lack of peaceful coexistence between the two parties of 
Britons was probably heightened by the fact that the reporters 
could regard the Laborites as competitors; nearly every member 
of the delegation was sewed up with one or more contracts to 
report the trip for some publication. 

Probably the most glaring instance of the delegation’s unhappy 
press relations occurred after the Mao interview. On Tuesday, 
Aug. 24, as the climax to the entire visit, the Laborites were 
granted a three-hour full-dress audience with the head of Red 
China in a sumptuous room in the Forbidden City. Soon after 
that, while the Laborites maintained their normal tight-lipped si- 
lence, the press corps through a lucky break got the details of 
Mao’s four-point “plan for peace.” What the Labor people had 
said in reply our informant did not know. They themselves would 
not say. Even next day, when to his discomfiture Phillips learned 
that the Mao statement was out, he refused to give the Labor 
side of the picture. 

So newspaper readers across the world were left with the image 
of a row of Laborites listening in respectful silence while Mao

LADY LABORITE Dr. Edith Summerskill, tireless social worker and only 
woman in delegation, met subjects of New China near historic Peking temple. 
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stated his terms. It was not until nine days later that Attlee him- 
self in a Hong Kong press conference finally revealed part of the 
Labor comeback. It turned out that Attlee had asked Mao to pass 
on a few suggestions to the Russians, including ones that the 
satellites be given autonomy and that subversive Communism 
should be curbed in countries outside the Soviet bloc. 

Throughout the whole trip Attlee plugged away in his public 
speeches and private talks at two themes: “peaceful coexistence” 
and the possibility of vast and lucrative trade between Britain 
and China. While this theme might appeal to many British workers 
and businessmen worried about dwindling markets, it appealed to 
the Red Chinese even more. Bound up, emotionally as well as 
practically, with the matter of expanding trade is what Chinese 
term the “so-called embargo” on shipping strategic goods to China. 
Here it was easy to make America the villain again—rich America 
selfishly refusing to let Britain do business when she gets a rare 
chance. It became known during the visit that at least one mem- 
ber of the delegation was all in favor of drastically cutting down 
the embargo list so that it would include only actual “instruments 
of direct war” such as guns and tanks. 

Lu Shu-chang, the genial, square-jawed boss of the European 
affairs department of the Foreign Trade Ministry, revealed what 
China needs most at the moment. He told Attlee that he would 
like to see Britain resume her “traditional exports”—such things 
as industrial equipment, electrical generating plants, raw materials 
and heavy transport equipment—locomotives, steamers and great 
fleets of trucks. 

But behind all this talk remained two unpleasant questions: 
What would China ship to Britain in exchange? How can Britain 
happily talk of negotiating great new trade arrangements with a 
country that is still in the process of grabbing and squeezing the 
remnants of former British commercial greatness? 

Asked what China would ship to Britain in exchange for Brit- 
ain's “traditional exports,” Lu mentioned such items as tobacco 
leaves, frozen meats and canned foods, rice, eggs, tea, silk and 
bristles—not an inspiring list when considered in relation to 
locomotives, tracks and power plants. 

The other awkward matter is the shabby tale of what has been 
happening to British commercial interests in Shanghai since the 
1949 “liberation.” For five years British interests have been 
undergoing a politely remorseless squeeze that will finally leave 
firms with more than a century’s tradition in the China trade with 
nothing to show for their £300 million worth of tangible invest- 
ments and intangible goodwill. With most of these firms it is now 
simply a question of paying blackmail to obtain exit permits for 
the “responsible persons” who still linger on in the ghostly 
facsimile of the Shanghai that was. 

There have been countless little meannesses and nastinesses 
inflicted on these Britons. One old firm has for the past two 
years been trying to get permission to send back to Britain 
ihe silver loving cups donated by its founder—offering any des- 
ignated foreign currency as payment for these not intrinsically 
valuable objects, and not so far getting permission. An English

The business- 
men’s contacts with Attlee and his colleagues were as limited as 
contacts invariably are at any coel ktail party, although Attlee was 
heard to produce one of his sts. Struggling to light his pipe 
with the notoriously erratic Chinese mate! ches, he observed, “These 
things remind m ‘ Chinese labor unions—they never strike.” 

Throughout the long and hustling trip Attlee remained remark- 
ably spry and lively for a 71-year-old, making his speeche 
pically dry, rather metallic voice and contriving somehow 
to give the impression that he was still in Parliament. But on one 
oceasion he shamelessly cut and ran, to the enormous envy of 
everyone else. The Indonesians in Peking gave a great banquet, 
followed by a seemingly interminable entertainment, full of sym- 
bolic Javanese girl dancers, mad drumming and the clash of bells. 
Before the curtain went up on this off went Attlee, leaving Chou 
En-lai to close the ranks at the head table and Attlee’s faithful 
henchmen to bear the brunt. When at long last the gongs were 
stilled and the dazed company rose, Aneurin Bevan was asked if he 
did not now feel some slight sympathy for what Western diplomats 
in Peking must endure. Re plied Bevan, “I certainly do, old man, 
Now I realize that you chaps aren’t really stupid, but only numb.” 

The ordinarily plain-li Laborites had a difficult time accus- 
toming themselves to the Chinese banquet routine, with its endless 
too-exotic dishes and strange wines either startlingly sweet or 
shudderingly sour, More than once I saw one or two sitting with 
drooping eyelids. Usually the conversation did not exactly bound 
along, despite the cheery and encouraging Chinese government i 
terpreters (who spoke with American accents). Public dinners 
were apt to degenerate into long silences broken only by the 
swish of sandalwood fans and thi clink o| f glasses as all leaped to 
their feet to toast “peaceful coexistence.” 

In these circumstances it was perhaps understandable that the 
official interpreters to the British party, Lord and Lady Lin 
Birker, each bore a permanent air of harassment. Lindsay, the son 
of a famous master of Balliol College, Oxford, got to know Chou 
En-lai and Mao Tse-tung well while attached to the Communist

Pronouncements of Attlee & Co. after they emerged from 
China indicated over-all propaganda gains for the Communists 
—even though Pravda huffily accused Attlee of repaying “the 
hospitality of the Soviet people” and the Chinese with “slan- 
der.” Here are samples of what Attlee and Bevan said in 
their own written accounts of the trip and in their speeches: 


ATTLEE 


[I concluded] that the Chinese have no real conception of 
the law as something quite apart from the will of the Gov- 
ernment. . . .

"(The Chinese] necessarily depend to a large extent on 
Russian aid. This is quite natural, and is, I think, partly 
due to American policy, which by seeking to put a cordon 
sanitaire around China naturally throws her into the arms 
of Russia.” 


“I believe that the Chinese peasant has got a government 
that is doing something for him, which is concerned 
with the prosperity of the peasant, and rests upon the 
confidence of the peasant population.” 


[The West] has nothing to fear from Communist China.”

“Our presence is itself sufficient to show our support for 
the Chinese People’s Revolution.” 


“We could not have wished for a more courteous or frank 
exchange of views [with Mao and Chou}. No subject was 
barred. . 


“What is the use of denying United Nations membership 
to New China and then agreeing to mect her through 
other means?”

I remember Lindsay trailing out of the official planes at the very 
end of the procession to collect the last bunch of gladioli presented 
by the omnipresent bouquet-bearing tots who skirmished about the 
periphery of the various welcoming committees. At the Mukden 
airport there were several particularly trying moments as the dele- 
gation made its way Indian file along a 5i-man receiving line, each 
bouquet tickling the face of the Englishman behind as its holder 
bent to shake hands with the next functionary. The Labor delegates 
looked for all the world like a group of genial middle-class British 
tourists—and indeed that was precisely what they were. 

‘There was invariably, according to Attlee, “a cordial and friend- 
ly atmosphere.” The general tendency was for the Laborites to 
mention certain things in which the Briti h and Chinese systems 
were not alike—“‘nevertheless. nevertheless” ap- 
proach was much in evidence during thes 

Attlee said later that he thought the present ‘government in 
China is doing great things for the peasants—those peasants who 
form the huge majority in the 600 million population now claimed 
by Peking. But how many of the peasants did Attlee and the others 
ever talk with? Attlee saw them out of the windows of his special 
train, plodding away in their green rice fields as they have plodded 
for centuries—half naked, working the treadmills with their feet 
to pull water up from one level to the next. One could just as well 
generalize about what the Egyptian fellahin are thinking after a 
fortnight of looking at the Pyramids, Luxor and a couple of new 
housing estates near Alexandria. 

Attlee & Co. must have realized that Chinese who a few years 
ago welcomed British friends now hurry off with embarrassment

Housing Projects Become Classrooms 


EVERYONE IS HELPING 
IN SCHOOL SHORTAGE 


With a record 35 million U.S. children starting 
back to school and with a shortage of 370,000 
classrooms in the country, harassed public 
school officials last week were cramming stu- 
dents into church basements, town halls and 
fire houses. The shortage of facilities was most 
critical in new, mushrooming suburban com- 
munities, but in some of them the local build- 
ers came to the help of school officials: they 
offered to lease some of their new houses as 
schoolrooms, changing them into dwellings 
when the emergency is over. 

In the Linda Mar development 15 miles south 
of San Francisco the builders rented 11 bun- 
galows (above) as schools for $850 a month.

A new research tool for helping to diagnose internal ailments requires a 
patient to squat in a water-filled bathtub and be “ with sonar 
like a detected submarine. The detector, called a Somascope and invented 
by Dr. Douglass H. Howry of the Universi do, gives research- 
ers a visual image of diseased internal tissues which show as vague shad- 
ows on X-ray photographs. Like sonar, the Somaseope probes 

with a slender beam of ultrasonic : 

placed near the patient’s body. Since ultrasonic 

travel through air but moves readily through liquid, both crystal and 
patient’s body are kept under water. As the sound waves strike against 


one tissue layer after another, they send back echoes which are pic 

by the crystal and recorded on a television screen. When the sound be 
back and forth to scan the patient, the echoes link together to 
aclean and unbroken picture of the shape and position of different 
kinds of bo ue (above).

THE RAIN FOREST 


Its ever-green mantle of noble trees, blanketing the moist tropic lowlands, 
holds an array of plant and animal life richer than any land area on earth

. . . where highest woods impenetrable 
to star or sunlight, spread their umbrage broad.

basked in never-ending summer and its lands lay mantled almost 

to the poles beneath a forest cover of eternal green. Unlike the 
needled evergreens of temperate woods today, those antique trees 
bore broad leaves and bright exotic blooms. The forest they composed 
unfurled magnificently to north and south from its heartland on the 
equator. On the equator it still stands today, reduced in area but re- 
vealing still the splendor and luxuriance it has worn for untold eons 
of time. This is the true forest primeval—the rain forest. 

Accustomed to the marching seasons—to the buds of spring, the 
full leaf of summer and autumn’s dying fires—modern man tends to 
think of his changing woodlands as normal and to regard tropical vege- 
tation as somehow excessive and bizarre. This is understandable, for 
civilization and literature have flourished principally in temperate 
he year are most pronounced. 
Yet in the ebb and flow of terrestrial oaks and maples, pines and 
hemlocks are comparatively recent immigrants to the latitudes they 
now adorn. In the morning of their existence, they constituted only 
the ragged upper fringe of the earth’s forest cover. But with the ap- 
proach of the ice ages the primal rain forests shrank southward, re- 
treating ever deeper into the tropics, while the hardier conifers and 
deciduous trees pursued them from the cool lands to the north. 
Today, ever-green rain forest still blankets millions of square miles 
of moist equatorial lowlands, covering more than a tenth of the plan- 
et’s total land surface and nearly half of the total forest areas of earth. 

In popular fancy the tropical rain forest is envisaged as a stifling 
labyrinth of strangled, impenetrable undergrowth, creepers, vines and 
rotting vegetation through which man must hack his way inch by 
tortuous inch. But this is the jungle or “bush” of adventure stories 
—a limited concept that applies best to areas of secondary growth 
where virgin forest has been despoiled. In true rain forest the spread- 
ing canopy of treetops, interwoven layer on green layer, filters the 
sun’s rays, creating below a dim and murky twilight that overcasts 
the forest floor and thus suppresses all but a scattered undergrowth 
of shrubs and saplings. In the dark roomy aisles between the straight, 
unbranching boles of the high trees the ground is relatively open, 
covered with only a thin carpet of leaves that flutter down in a slow, 
gentle, never-ending fall the year around. Here and there the pervad- 
ing gloom is traversed by descending shafts of sunlight that have 
somehow penetrated the intricate fabric of the canopy and, coming to 
rest, gold-fleck the forest floor. 

One of the unique characteristics of the rain forest is that most 
of its vegetation is treelike in size and woody in character. Plant fam- 
ilies which are represented in cooler regions by insignificant ground 
herbs here attain enormous stature—‘‘violets” bigger than apple trees, 
“myrtles” with thigh-thick woody stems, “roses” 150 feet high. The 
forest is taller than most Temperate Zone woods, averaging 110 to 
120 feet in height with occasional trees sometimes soaring to 200 
feet. Leaves are large and leathery, dark green in color. Everywhere,

interspersed among the pillars of the trees, dangle the sinewy cables 
of lianas and other climbing plants, sometimes taut as the lines of a 
sailing vessel, sometimes festooned like Christmas tinsel or looped 
like lariats. 

Owing to the predominance of woody plants and the general uni- 
formity of their dark foliage, the rain forest presents a somber and 
even monotonous visage which is unvaried by seasonal change. Yet 
for all its apparent homogeneity, it comprises an extraordinarily 
complex domain of life, richer in plant and animal species than any 
other community in nature—save perhaps the sea. Where temperate 
woods may embrace a few dozen varieties of trees at most, a square 
mile of rain forest encompasses two or three hundred—counting 
only those with trunks more than a foot in diameter. Its smaller trees 
and woody shrubs are equally multifarious, as are the animal tenants 
who inhabit every tier of the forest edifice from its shadowed floor 
to the green mansions of the sunlit upper terraces. 

The opulence of jungle life has evolved through the seasonless 
operation of a warm, wet climate, shaping its creations impercepti- 
bly through eons of geologic time. In the extreme tropics there are 
no winters or springs, only perpetual midsummer. But as the sun 
s overhead on its annual round trip between Cancer and Capri- 
leaves in its track in each latitude masses of heated air which 
rise, cool and wring out their water content in rain. In regions from 
about 3° to 10° north and south of the equator there are two rainy 
seasons a year, alternating with two seasons which are relatively dry. 
Even in the so-called dry seasons three to four inches of rain may 
descend monthly, out of an annual mean of perhaps 90 inches. 

During the season of rains wild avalanches of water recurrently 
descend in thunderous cloudbursts which may disgorge 30 inches 
of water in as many days. At such periods the forest roof drips al- 
most continually, even under fair skies. Beneath it the atmosphere 
is charged with moisture and the forest corridors lie dank and swel- 
tering. By day the canopy of treetops, excluding wind and sun, re- 
tards evaporation; by night, like a giant greenhouse, it imprisons the 
heat of day. Under such conditions plant life proliferates with in- 
credible luxuriance. New leaves compete riotously to fill each sunlit 
chink in the tangled canopy; in cut-over clearings bamboos may 
shoot upward at the rate of a foot a day. 

The rain forest weaves a green belt around the midriff of the earth, 
investing all equatorial land areas save those where irregularities of 
the planetary profile oppose it. Where mountains hunch huge shoul- 
ders skyward into cool realms of perpetual mist and cloud, the forest 
cover dwindles into a curious elfin wood of giant ferns and gnarled, 
stunted trees, bearded with moss. Elsewhere complicated air and 
ocean currents combine to desiccate the land and create deserts or 
tropical deciduous forests. And wherever man has ravaged the land 
the forest has given way to squat, smothered thickets of secondary 
growth. The last major centers of undisturbed primeval rain forest 
on the face of the earth lie in West Africa, Indonesia and adjacent 
areas, and South America. Of the three great virgin rain forests, the 
largest and richest is the South American hylaea (from the Greek 
dn, meaning wood), which overlays more than a million square 
miles of the Amazon and Guiana river valleys from the Mato Grosso 
of Brazil north to the Caribbean coast. It was here, in the deep forest 
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of Dutch Guiana, that a special Lire expedition made the photographs 
and paintings for this essay. 

From the air the hylaea appears as a limitless and undifferentiate:

To the eye of man the hylaea appears as majestic and overpowe 
ing in its way as a soaring range of mountains or the sea. In even 

segment, like that depicted in the painting on the followir 
pages, the splendor of its pillared, overarching trees is never to be for- 
gotten. The first European to glimpse America’s primeval rain forest 
was Christopher Columbus, when he sighted the green-robed island 
of Hispaniola from his flagship in 1492. Profoundly moved by what 
he saw, Columbus later wrote: “Its land: are most beautiful 
... and filled with trees of a thousand kinds and tall, and they seem 
to touch the sky. And I am told that they never lose their foli 
as I can understand, for I saw them as green and as lovely as th 
are in Spain in May, and some of them were flowering, some bearing 
fruit, and some in another s , according to their nature... in 
the month of November there where I went.” 
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The oldest of all forest mammals are the marsupial opossums, which 
here alone in the world have multiplied their species, Along with their

painting on the preceding pages reveals the grandeur and lovely 

disarray of an actual 60-foot-wide section of rain forest in Dutch 
Guiana. Unlike temperate woods with their clearly defined layers 
of vegetation—ground herbs, shrubs and trees—the rain forest pre- 
sents a complex and bewildering facade. Here forests mount on for- 
ests like clouds on clouds. High above the lowly ground layers of 
herbs and shrubs, the crowns of the trees themselves form three 
or more superposed stories, creating “as the ranks ascend shade 
above shade, a woody theater of stateliest vie 

Amid the confusion of leaves and climbing plants, the observer on 
the ground is a prisoner, for the rain forest is a many-storied mansion 
whose architecture can only with difficulty be discerned. The dia- 
grams below define the vast dimensions of the forest and dissect these 
chaotic masses of verdure into their three component strata of trees: 
1) sparse and struggling young trees up to 60 feet high that struggle for 
life in the perpetual gloom beneath the canopy; 2) taller, sturdier trees 
from 60 to 120 feet high whose round, competitive crowns interweave 
to form the canopy itself; and 3) the giants, ranging from 120 to 
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THE THREE TIERS OF TREES composing the 
section of forest shown in the preceding painting 
are separated here in diagram, ‘Trees of the same 
species are shown in the same color; mature trees 
are shown in outline; saplings are solidly tinted. 
Where crowns appear without trunks they represent 
the foliage of lianas or air plants, Some trees, hav- 
ing ramified in sunlit niches, possess two crowns.

200 or more feet high, whose crowns have burst through the canopy 
into the sunny upper air and thus bask like tropic islands above a 
green sea. Each layer, like the varying layers of the ocean itself, 
receives a different amount of sunlight and harbors its own unique 
community of plant and animal life. 

Though ever present, the three strata of trees are never clearly de- 
fined, for the forest is continually growing. Immature trees every- 
where build balconies and mezzanines between the stories. The crowns 
of saplings belonging to giant species may interlock temporarily with 
trees of a lower stratum. Here the canopy may be continuous and 
close woven, elsewhere torn and threadbare. Curiously, for all its mul- 
tiplicity of kind, the rain forest exhibits striking conformities of 
color, leaf shape, bark texture and other characteristics. This anomaly 
may be explained by the forest’s enormous antiquity. Embosomed in 
the same environment for over a hundred million years, its component 
families have made similar adaptations and developed along similar 
lines. As these lines converged, they arrived ultimately at the same 
life forms, which have persisted through millennia of geologic time. 
The broad-leafed ever-green trees of the rain forest—those green- 
robed senators of mighty woods”—are cut in the archetypal pattern 
from which all other forms of flowering plants have probably derived.

THE FOREST FLOOR 


N the sunless world at the foot of the great trees, the life of the for- 

t has all its ends and its beginnings. It is here that tiny saplings 

at the threshold of existence expose their first tentative shoots to the 

green half-light. And here ultimately descend the crown leaves of the 

proudest forest giants. Day by day around the cycle of the seasons 
they float down and lie where they fall. 

By contrast with the prodigality of foliage in the upper stories and 
the magnificence of the forest as a whole, the leaf litter on the forest 
floor is thin, the underlying soil impoverished. The explanation of 
this paradox lies in the speed with which the agents of decay do their 
work, For decomposition keeps pace with the rain of dead leaves 
from above, while the feeding roots take up the products of decompo: 
sition as quickly as they dissolve into the earth. Hence at any and all 
times most of the nutrients are locked in the living vegetation. And 
so the richest of all forests springs from soil so poor that when cleared 
of trees it will seldom support crops for more than a single season. 

No less remarkable than the nutritive cycle is the reproductive de- 
vice by which some of the rain forest trees have adjusted to exist- 
ence in their special domain of nature. This is the curious process 
known as cauliflory: the production of flowers on main trunk and 
branches. This blossoming of the bark, according to botanists, is 
less an expression of vegetable exuberance than an adaptation to 
a world where wind-pollinated plants can only hazardously survive 
In the breathless cloisters of the forest the work of the wind 
done by myriads of insects which transport the vivifying pollen 
from blossom to blossom. By bearing their flowers low, cauliflor- 
ous plants make them accessible to a special world of crawling 
and low-flying pollinators that never climb far above the forest floor.

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ACROBATS OF THE CANOPY 


OWN the ages incomputable numbers of animals, the hunted and 

the hunters, have made the trees their sanctuary—some tempo- 
rarily, some for longer intervals, and a few permanently. Today no 
habitat on earth harbors so many arboreal creatures as the rain forest, 
no rain forest so many as the American hylaea. 

Here abide the greatest acrobats on earth. The monkeys of the Old 
World, agile as they are, cannot hang by their tails. It is only the 
monkeys of America that possess this skili. Nor are primates the only 
residents thus endowed; for a prehensile tail, owned elsewhere only 
by the familiar opossum, is the common property of such unrelated 
hylaeans as the coonlike kinkajou, a porcupine and two arboreal ant- 
eaters. At dawn and dusk the illusive aerial spaces of the canopy as- 
sume the aspect of a carnival tent where, to the jeers and imprecations 
of many gaudy birds, the leaping acrobats of the middle branches 
mount their death-defying show—“mountebank angels,” the natural- 
ist W. H. Hudson called them, “living their fantastic lives far above 
earth in a halfway heaven of their own.” 

The American monkeys are called ceboids, after Cebus, the familiar 
capuchin or organ-grinder’s monkey. But their unique group also in- 
cludes marmosets, owl monkeys, sakis, spider monkeys, squirrel mon- 
keys, howler monkeys and a few other genera, Among these the star 
gymnast is the skinny, intelligent spider monkey. Hanging head down 
like a trapeze artist from the loop of a liana, he may suddenly give a 
short swing, launch himself into space and, soaring outward and 
downward across a 50-foot void of air, lightly catch a bough on which 
he spied a shining berry. No owl monkey or saki can match his leap, 
for their arms are shorter, their tails untalented, The marmosets, 
smallest of the tribe, tough, noisy hoodlums that travel in gangs, are 
also capable of leaps into space, but their landings are rough: smack 
against a tree trunk with arms and legs spread wide. 

‘The arenas of the canopy are also thoroughfares for competent 
hunters who walk sedately among the branches without hazarding 
dignity or health in reckless leaps. Among these are members of the 
raccoon family—the kinkajou, who uses his prehensile tail mostly 
when something good is out of reach; and the coati, who frequently 
descends to the ground for fishing trips and other forays and diver- 
sions. Here too with leisurely gait amble two relatives of the giant 
anteater—the golden-brown tamandua and the silky anteater. Of the 
climbing cats the most adept is the dainty ocelot, though the jaguar, 
yaguarundi and margay occasionally join him in the upper stories. 

At the other end of the food chain, the only undeviating vegetar- 
ians within the canopy are the coendou, a porcupine with prehensile 
tail; frolicsome squirrels like the pigmy, Seiurillus; and the two-toed 
and three-toed sloths. The latter are also the slowest and dullest of 
eye, ear and wit. Hanging upside down with their powerful, clawed 
hands, they move slowly among the branches, munching leaves. So 
low-geared is the sloth’s nervous system that usually lethal doses of 
some snake venoms will not affect him, nor can the most appalling 
injuries inflicted by his enemies, the eagles and jaguars, awake him 
from his lethargy. Utterly defenseless, unable to fight or flee, the 
sloth’s only protection is camouflage. For this purpose his long hair 
is encrusted with a green alga that resembles lichen or moss. When 
asleep in thick foliage, his head tucked slothfully between his legs, 
he is virtually invisible. 

In the tents of the canopy even the reptiles perform feats of grace 
and daring. The tiny, chameleonlike ho-ko-bee lizard not only leaps 
prodigiously but lands upside down on the underside of branches far 
above his head, clinging by means of adhesive pads on his feet. The 
iguana, a specialist in high diving, will plunge as much as 80 feet 
from an overhanging limb into a shallow pool below. The green tree 
boa and the venomous little parakeet snake softly rustle after prey to 
the very extremities of the tiniest twigs, while the heavier rainbow 
boa coils his six-foot length around a branch and hangs in ambush, 
waiting for arboreal rodents and opossums. 

Amid the carnival and carnage, the birds provide bright color and 
loud music—the cotinga and his relatives, the red chatterer and red- 
cheeked woodpecker; the flamboyant parrots and macaws; thick-billed 
toucans and toucanets; flycatchers and giant orioles called oropendu- 
las.

THE HANGING GARDENS

Even stranger than the lianas are the epiphytes, or air plar 
large group including orchids, aroids, bromeliads, lichens and 
mosses—which flower on high in the trees without benefit of ordinary 
soil. Attaching themselves to fissures and crannies in the branches of 
trees and lianas, most put forth a fine meshwork of roots which col- 
lect dust and plant debris and in time create a soil of their own; the 
roots of many harbor ants 
and death. Since water is also a problem, epiphytes are adapted, like 
desert plants, to sustain periods of drought by quick absorption and 
careful conservation. Many develop rosettes of overlapping leaves 
which catch and hold water and incidentally serve as breeding places 
for mosquitoes, frogs and swarms of tiny invertebrates. Others send 
dangling roots down through the canopy until they can take nourish- 
ment directly from the earth itself, whereupon they may grow into 
large and burdensome trees atop the trees that cradled them. A few

PAVILIONS IN THE SKY 


HE frontier regions of every realm of nature inevitably attract the 
adventurer, the vagabond and the marauder. And so it is with the 
jaca, where only the most athletic and audacious climbers dare to 
scale the vertiginous scaffoldings of the highest treetops in the bor- 
der zone between forest and sky. Here they not only expose them 
selves to every perversity of wind and weather, but to fierce acrial 
pirates that patrol the tropic skies: owls, eagles, falcons and hawks. 
By day the high-climbing animals usually remain safely ly 
canopy; it is mostly at night that they mount aloft to gather the nuts 
and fleshy fruits that flourish on the height 

Most notable of the high perch artists are the squirrel monkeys 
capuchins and red howlers. Of these, only the squirrel monkey lack= 
a prehensile tail; yet, agile and assured, he stands recklessly 
selves will not venture. A lover of heights, 
he seldom descends from his eminences, save to sleep or seck shelter 
from storms. The capuchins sensitive to rain—and, indeed 
to any of life’s adversities, So strong in body are they, so undiscrimi 
nating in diet, so insatiable in mating that they have succeeded nu 
merically beyond all other South American monkeys. 

The hylaea’s most conspicuous primate, however, is the seldo 
seen but compellingly obtrusive red howler. Endowed by natu: th 
a grotesque, humanoid face with a full, pointed beard, the howl 
supreme attribute is his voice. Rendered fortissimo, the song of the 
hovler is composed of the most electrifying, ear-splitting and blood 
chilling series of animal sounds ever produced on earth. Perhaps the 
best description of a howler concert was set down by W. H. Hudson, 
in his famous novel of the rain forest, Green Mansions: “All at once. 
close to me sounded a cry, rising at the end to a shriek so lou 
piercing and unearthly in character that the blood seemed to fre 
in my veins. . . . It may give some faint conception of the tre 
dous power and awful character of the sound thus produced by thei: 
y that this animal—miscalled ‘howler 
would out-roar the mightiest lion that ever woke the echoes of ar 
African wilderness.” 

The howler’s unparalleled vocal powers derive from an anatomic 
peculiarity: a hollow bone at the base of his tongue, specially shape! 
and enlarged into an apple-sized sound chamber that amplifies his 
vocal vibrations to incredible volume. How many choristers g 
ally participate in a howler cantata is a matter of uncertainty, for i 
is performed from curtained stages, and in captivity howlers will no 
speak with full voice, but pine away wretchedly and soon die. In the 
forest their howls can be heard for miles and sound like a full choir 
in complex atonal harmony—yet many zoologists say only one or two 
voices are involved. The burden of their concert is clearer, for first 
one group, then another takes it up and hurls it back and forth across 
the forest roof, each proclaiming in menacing tones the extent of 
their territories. From late afternoon through the night, the chal- 
lenges are made and answered intermittently, but towards sunup they 
rise in volume and blend into a continuous cacophony of snarls. 

As the sky reddens in the east the last wails die away 
series of sounds issues from the green belfries of the roof. Now. the 
monkeys are subjected to much irritable scolding from early-risin; 
bad-tempered parrots and macaws, umbrella birds, doves and 
nets. There is need for haste. For at any moment a drifting shadow 
may darken the green tapestry below. Then suddenly, silently, the 
tyrant of the treetops will descend from the sky—the cruel-taloned 
harpy eagle, with seven-foot wings outspread. When he plummets, 
the eagle seldom misses his prey, whether a leaping monkey which he 
grasps in mid-air and bears off screaming, or a stupid sloth which he 
tears away limb by limb from the branch to which it soundlessly, 
stubbornly clings. Meanwhile overhead soars the feathered jackal of 
the skies, the huge king vulture. 

The time of danger is now at hand, and amid the encireling m 
of morning the monkeys clamber down to their shadowed play- 
grounds and dormitories in the canopy below, leaving the watchtow- 
ers of the forest to the birds. During the long, hot day, cloud swifts 
and other migrants wing past on their journeys to distant lands. Par- 
rots and toucans parade their bright-painted feathers. And the tiny 
humming bird, Chrysolampis mosquitus, poises on invisible wings 
above a nectar-filled flower that has opened its tiny trumpet to the sun.

not the only agents of decomposition in the rain forest. Collabo- 
sting with them in the never-ending chore of cleaning up the for- 
refuse are bacteria, protozoa, worms and various insects t 
notably the termites, or white ants, which devour wood and swiftly 
riddle every wind-thrown bough or splintered stump that litters 
the forest floor. 

Even the stoutest log of glass-hard wood may be converted in a 
few years by their voracious jaws into a spongy shell scarred with 
the claw marks of every perching bird. And while the termites and 
fungi tunnel the tissues of fallen trees, bacteria are at work, rapid- 
ly transforming wood into humus, and humus into nitrogen com- 
pounds, carbon dioxide and mineral matter. So, in time, all living 
things from the tallest tree to the smallest bird—gauzy leaf and 
woody limb, spent flower and errant seed, beetle corpse and butter- 
fly wing—return to the earth in death, dissolved in the gentle 
dripping of the filtered rain. 

As in every liturgy of nature, themes of death and decay are 
succeeded by those of regeneration. Over every wound opened by 
the fall of a giant tree, by fire or winds or the depredations of man, 
the forest ultimately repairs its scars. But the process of heali 
slow and complex. As soon as a gash is torn in the forest cover, 
sunlight floods in, exciting a v outburst of swift growing 
invaders—first ephemerals, herbaceous weed: ses and seram- 
bling sedges; later, shrubs, climbers and small trees, all glorying in 
the golden sun. In a few incredible weeks the ground is colonized 
with dense tangles of undergrowth. ‘Then larger trees appear, soft- 
tissued, light-loving, mounting with astonishing eagerness toward 
the sky—often 24 feet in two years. Yet their triumph is eva- 
nescent, for the trees of such secondary successions are usually 
lower and less variated than those of the virgin forest. 

Meanwhile the spread of the native trees is immobilized by the 
binding barrier of the sun, for their saplings require shade: ex- 
posed to the glaring sunlight they are stillborn or quickly choke in 
the conyolutions of the intruding vegetation. Yet the mechanisms 
of the rain forest work slowly but unremittingly toward the resto- 
ration of the primeval forest. 

The intruders, so dependent on the sun, carry the seeds of their 
own destruction. Fighting for light, they weave a new canopy that 
sheds an ever-thicker, ever-darker shade. Their offspring. light- 
demanding, die in the shadow of their progenitors, leaving space

back into their original domain. How long these processes require 
depends on the breach in the forest roof. Small trees which do not 
bring down others in their death throes may regenerate their kind 
e in a decade. But the toppling of giants in swaths of broad destruc- 


tion may inflict wounds that persist for a century and even longer. 
Devastation by such cataclysms as fire following drought may al- 
ter the forest mosaic.

Today the forest fabric has 
Wolverine Shell Cordovan Horsehide Soles! been disturbed by western civilization, by the demolition of vast 
tracts of forest for rubber, coffee and cocoa plantations and their 
subsequent abandonment and replacement by secondary growth. 
Even more destructive has been the spread of subsistence agricul- 
ture among the native populations. Throughout the hylaea, not 
only on the fringes and along the riverbanks but deep in the green 
heart of the forest, native tribesmen raze patches of timber, burn 
the fallen trees and plant such crops as cassava, maize, yams, 
bananas and hill rice. At once the character of the soil is changed. 
‘The glaring sun destroys the humus. ‘The torrential rains, beating 
down in full fury, leach and erode the naked surface layers. After 
a season or two the impoverished plot is abandoned and the chaos 
of secondary growth overruns the maimed earth. 

Throughout extensive areas of the tropics the tall and stately 
primeval forest has given way to eroded land, scrub, savannah and 
the jumble of secondary growth, Just as the virgin forests of Eu- 
rope and North America were laid low by man’s improvidence, so 
those of the tropics are now vanishing—only their destruction 
may be encompassed in decades instead of centuries. A few au- 
thorities hold that, except for government reserves, the earth’s 
great rain forests may vanish within a generation. ‘The economic 
loss will be incalculable, for the primary rain forests are rich 
sources of timber (mahogany, teak) and such by-products as 
ins, gums, cellulose, camphor and rattans. No one, indeed, can 
compute their resources, for of the thousands of species that com- 
pose the forest cover, there are only a few whose physical and 
chemical properties have been studied with a view to commercial use. 

Most important of all, the primeval rain forest is a reservoir of 
genetic diversity, a dynamic center of evolution whence the rest 
of the world’s plant life has been continually enriched with new 
forms. Ine tably the destruction of the rain forest would alter the 
future course of botanical evolution. If specimens of the plant 
communities of the primeval rain forest are to persevere for future 
generations, extensive reserves must be defended from the acquii

RESEARCH AT SOURCE 


Because the rain forest has been sparsely explored and studied,

To locate the area, an editorial scout early in 1953 joined a Surinam 
government exploration into regions where white men had first set 
foot a few months before. In October a party went back to outfit a 
camp and study the forest. In November Photographer Alfred Eisen- 
staedt, Artist Rudolph Zallinger, Reporter David Bergamini and a 
safari of seven natives moved into camp to make the actual pictu 
Living in thatched huts, the explorers endured fogging camera 
lenses, biting giant ants, threatening snakes, constructed five aerial 
perches ranging from a 20-foot tower (ubove) to a 120-foot- 
house whence the roof of the green world could be sketched and pho- 
tographed. When the party emerged after two months it brought back 
original contributions to rain forest knowledge. Bergamini’s collec- 
tion of fauna and flora contained previously unknown species. Zal- 
linger’s detailed paintings assembled facts hitherto incompletely de- 
scribed. Eisenstaedt’s 4,000 Kodachrome exposures added notably 
to the world’s meager archive of rain forest photographs in color.

With a wave of a radioactive wand President Ei- 
senhower last week transformed the bright hope 
for atomic power peaceably used into a solid 
certainty. The occasion was the ground-breaking 
for America’s first commercially operated atomic 
power plant, a $52 million project which will 
be built jointly by the AEC, Westinghouse and 
the Duquesne Light Co. Standing in the studio 
of Denver's TV station KOA, the President 
slowly lowered the head of the wand over a fis- 
sion counter. When the counter’s needle swung 
across the dial, it electrically set in motion, 1,300 
miles away at the Shippingport, Pa. plant site, 
an automatically controlled power shovel which

The President, whose action was seen on a 
coast-to-coast television hookup, announced a 
second constructive plan—an international pool 
of atomic knowhow for peacetime use, to be 
formed despite the U.S.S.R.’s refusal to join. 
The new plant, when it is finished in 1957, 
will supply over 60,000 kilowatts—about enough 
to supply a city of 100,000 people. It will be a 
costly addition for Duquesne, which is paying for 
the plant’s $14 million power generating equip- 
ment and must also pay the AEC for the steam 
produced by the reactor. The experience gained, 
Duquesne believes, will be worth the expense.
